Longer — But No More 


. Unless the congress passes a bill 


^B extend it befcrt?6 June 30 tho cx- 
™ess profits tax will expire, taking 
With it several billions in annual 
federal government 
income. 


You've read tne headlines about 


this tax fight and how it promises 
to run right down to tho June 30 
deadline. You know that President 
Eisenhower and the budget-balanc- 
ing minds of the congress want the 
tax extended for just six months 
more, letting it die next January 1, 


-**.yhich dale would coincide wjth the 
Wimc that a 10 per cent cut in per 
sonal income taxes becomes effec- 
tive automatically. 


And you also know that a great 


many business men, particularly 
in the South and West, arc pretty 
bitter about the excess profits tax 
and would let it die now regardless 
of the revenue problem. 


Personally I think tho country 


ought to follow Eisenhower's cun 
Cl bear with the EPT for another 


months, but then resolve to 


wash its hands of this crackpot 
kind of taxation fore\Ter after. Be- 
cause the whole idea ot the so- 
called excess profits tax is abso- 
lutely foreign to our American way 
of doing business. It's something 


: that has crept, into our 
politics, 


from the cartel or state-monopoly 
style of business which is peculiar 
to Europe. 


I should first explain that corpo- 


jtotions, like individuals, pay reg- 
ular federal income lax, and this 
in itself constitutes double-taxation 
because the corporation tax comes 
ahead of dividends, and then the, 
stockholders have to pay income 
tax' a second time when they cash 
the dividend. But 
on top of all 


this there is that new and foreign 
thing called "the' excess profits 
tax" — which isn't that at all but 
a penalty imposed on a new factory 
Ipr being successful and growing 
larger. 


For instance, an old company 


with a long record of earnings 
wouldn't be bothered much by the 
EPT, 
for its gain in sales from 


year to year would figure out as 
a small percentage of its normally 
large annual business. But a new 
company with repeated sales gains 
of 25 to 50 per cent would soon hr> 
penalized under the EPT because.

LITTLE ROCK, I/Pi — The Ar 


kalisas Supreme Court said today 
it had never ruled that a land 
owner has the right to hunt on 
his own property tho year round. 


Thu Court made that comment 


in denying tho petition 
of 
the 


Game and Fish Commission 
for 


rehearing ot a Court ruling that 
the Commission could not forbid 
any hunting on approximately 040 
acres in Grant County. 


In today's opinion, 
tho 
Court 


said that the Commission 
"con 


strues our opinion to mean that 
every land owner has the right to 
hunt upon his own property the 
year round, and that the Commis 
sion can curtail that right only by 
condemning the land. It was not 
our attention to Jay down such a 
rule, nor do we think our opinion 
susceptible of that construction." 


The Court reaffirmed its opinion, 


handed 
down 
April 
20, 
that 


owners of the 040 acres could not 
be prohibited from hunting on the 
land, jluring ^he. regular 
hunting 


Eeaspns merely because it was en 
closed - by ;a'game refuge of some 
20,000 acres. 


In. 1950, tiuo owners refused to 


again renew . the' lease, and 
the 


commission 'attempted to continue 
to prohibit any hunting on the land 
by a spcclaj regulation.
